Dear Editor: 

Addressing the annual con¬ 
vention of the Americ a n 
Federation of Labor in 1948, 
Max Eastman pointed out 
three rea.sons why co-exis¬ 
tence with Communism can 
never work. His speech was 
entitled “Don’t Kill the 
Goase,” and it can be found 
In h,is book, “Reflections On 
the Failure of Socialism.” 
Both the book a.nd the 
speech are the testimony of 
a man who admittedly was 
once a “Deep Red member 
of the Socialist Party.” With 
the understanding of a man 
who was a part of the move¬ 
ment, his reasoning has par¬ 
ticular importance. His rea¬ 
sons were these: 

1. “Stalin’s totalitar i a n 


police state is not an ap¬ 
proximation to, or some¬ 
thing like, or in .some res¬ 
pects comparable with Hit¬ 
ler’s. It is the same thing, 
only more rutlile.ss, more 
cold-blooded, more astute, 
more extreme in its econo¬ 
mic policies, more explicitly 
committed to world con¬ 
quest, and more dangerous 
to democracy and civilized 
morals.” 

2. ". . . . the heads of 
this .slave - driving police 
state (Russia! are frantical¬ 
ly determined to seize power 
throughout the world and 
make over all human society 
in the image of their .state. 
More exactly, they believe 
that hi.story is going to ac¬ 
complish this change, and 
they are the agents cho.sen 
by the historic process to 
carry it through. There is 
not, and never has been the 
slightest doubt about this 
fact. And yet for throe years 
after the war our .statesmen 
continued to delude them¬ 
selves that there was some¬ 
thing mysterious and enig¬ 
matic about Stalin’s inten¬ 
tions.” 

“ ‘Civilization cannot long 
survive half totalitarian and 
half free.’ That statement 
should be the basis of our 
foreign policy a.s it is of 
Stalin’s. We must repeat to 
ourselves with all force and 
solemnity, until there isn’t 
a flicker of self-deception 
left, until there is .not any 
least intention to creep un¬ 
der or creep out of the truth 
of it — we must repeat this 
statement: ‘There will be no 
peace on earth as long as 
the Communist regime sur¬ 
vives in Moscow’.” 

It is .not too late to start 
such a strategy as Eastman 


outlined in 1948. Everyone 
can help institute it; but 
first they must understand 
the differences between free¬ 
dom and slavery, and be¬ 
tween the American and the 
Communist systems.
